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OUR NEW NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


IGOROUS renovation continues to be the 
watchword of the new Navy Department. Al- 
ready a dozen or more General Orders have been 
issued by Secretary Borie, introducing changes into 
his Department. He had hardly been in his new post 
a day before Mr. IsHeERwoop was relieved from 
the charge of the Steam Bureau. Then followed 
aseries of orders of all sorts, from minutie in 
ships’ practice up to the reorganization of the De- 
partment itself. Of this latter, as being the most 
significant and important, we shall first speak. 
During the last eight years, the practice of divid- 
ing the authority of the Department among 
Bureaus, and distributing even the final decision 
on matters formerly examined personally by the 
Secretary himself, to these bureaus, has gained 
great headway. Naturally a trustful man, the late 
Secretary never. seemed to object to delegating 
much of his ultimate authority, especially on sub- 
jects regarding which he was not informed, to 
subordinates. This distribution of responsibility 
and oversight resulted in making the Department, 
as it were, a set of Departments, a bundle of bu- 
reaus—a sort of cellular formation. In itself, and 
with proper management, this would have been 
an arrangement not without some good points. 
But the trouble was that gradually these bureaus 
—each being a sort of Department to itself— 
naturally issued its orders as such to its subor- 
dinates, and they to their subordinates, and so on. 
The consequence was, to cut short a long story, 
that there was a tendency to run the thread of 
Bureau authority, as distinguished from general 
naval authority, down through all gradations of 
the service and through all branches of it—not 
only at Washington but everywhere, in the yards 
and on the vessels themselves. This practice went 
so far even as to make somewhat ostentatious and 
unnecessary display in the Navy-yards. 

Secretary Borte’s first move on this general 
subject was, as we have already said, to displace 
Mr. IsHerwoop at the head of the Steam Bureau. 
His next was General Orders No. 94, which directed 
that all signs that had been put up in Navy-yards 
indicating the Bureau to which different Depart- 
ments belong should be taken down. Simple 
signs, such as ‘Navigation Office” or store, 
“Ordnance Office” or store, ‘“‘ Medical Office” or 
store, ‘‘ Office of Docks and Yards,” etc., are to be 
put up in their places. The reason assigned is that 
“these offices are not branches of the Bureau, 
but departments of the yards, and under the entire 
direction of the commandants. The next Order 
on this subject was No. 97, whichZrequires orders 
or directions given by different Bureaus to be 
communicated to the commandants of the different 
yards, who will see them executed. No such com- 
munications are to be addressed to officers in 
charge of navigation, ordnance, medical, clothing 





or steam stores, or in charge of work under the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks. 
Quite cognate to this subject, and, indeed, almost 





o| growing out of it, is the famous dispute between 


line and staff. We have already so often discussed 
the merits of this matter, both editorially and in 
correspondence, that we shall not now revert to it. 
But we must notice the positions taken upon it by 
the new Department, which are considerably more 
definite, so far as expression at least is concerned, 
than those of its predecessor. 


In General Orders No. 95, having prescribed 
that only commanding officers of squadrons, naval 
stations, and vessels, shall be saluted hereafter by 
laying on or tossing oars (the aim of which is 
apparent), the Department adds: 

Executive officers represent their commanding officers, both on 
shore and afloat, and all orders that they give are supposed to be 
by their authority, and must be obeyed by every person under 
them. Executive officers, on all uccasions, will take precedence 
over staff officers. All orders will go through them, unless in cases 
where commanding officers make exceptions. 

Nor is this all. The new Secretary follows this 
up with another order directing officers who, 
while acting in the capacity of fleet surgeons, fleet 
paymasters, or fleet engineers, have been wearing 
the uniform of a higher grade, to “ cease to wear 
that uniform of the grade to which they assimilate 
in rank.” Then succeeds an instruction to com- 
manders of Navy-yards to send to the Department 
copies of all communications from the different 
Bureaus conflicting with their authority, or taking 
from the executive officers any authority naturally 
devolving on them, or establishing any regulations 
for the yards which may take from the authority 
of the line officers of the Navy. 


Having thus clustered together and commented 
upon the new policy regarding the reorganization 
of the Department and the new rules in etiquette, 
we may pass toa third class of changes, namely 
the reversal of the decisions in courts-martial. 
These revocations in the case of Captain CoLLins 
and Lieutenant-Commander BacueE call for no 
special comment; but in the case of Mr. SawYER 
we may add a few words. When Mr. SAWYER 
was tried for expressing his opinion publicly re- 
garding the impeachment of the late President, 
we took occasion to protest in the strongest terms 
against the servile and sycophantic spirit which 
the infliction of punishment for such offences 
would introduce. And in Mr. Sawyer’s there 
were peculiarly mitigating circumstances. It was 
a time of general political excitement. Though 
nominally the head of the Army and Navy, the 
late President was really involved at that time in 
bitter personal conflict with the General of our 
Armies, as well as in legal conflict with the Con- 
gress of the people. To say that it was against 
the rules of good discipline and subordination to 
express an opinion one way or the other on the 
merits of a great controversy, in which every man 
who had not forgotten the citizen in the soldier 
had opinions, is to pervert a wise and well-under- 
stood principle of obedience to orders into mere 
tyrannical suppression of individual judgment 
regarding public events. Had that opinion been 
expressed against General GRANT, or against the 
legislative instead of the executive branch of our 
threefold Government, it would probably never 
have been noticed. But phrases were caught up 





from private conversation and argument, carried 
to authorities, and visited with extra-officious 
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censure after the decision of the court-martial 
upon a law covering the case. 

However, we said all we had to say at a time 
when our opinion was against the decision which 
prevailed, and therefore need not repeat it now, 
when that decision is reversed. Very probably 
Mr. SawYER is wont by temperament to’be hasty, 
imprudent, and immoderate in his language; but 
there was no pretence that he contemplated any- 
thing but strict obedience to President JoHNsoN, 
as well as his immediate superiors, so long as they 
remained lawfully in command. We might also 
call attention to the Secretary’s poster to office- 
seekers that, “‘ there are no vacancies in this De- 
partment; ” to his prohibition of securing service 
through influential friends; and to his directions 
for making a fairer distribution of sea duty and 
shore duty. But we must defer comment upon 
these to another occasion. 








Tue selection of a military man for President 
has caused our leading Army officers, whose duty 
now compels them to be in Washington, to be 
overwhelmed by applications to intermeddle in 
the distribution of official patronage. The office- 
seekers’ crush at the capital is something stupen- 
dous and appalling, and increases at the average 
rate of ‘‘eleven car-loads” daily. It is common 
to find a dozen—two dozen—applicants elbowing 
for one office. Every influential Army officer has 
three, four, or half a dozen ‘‘ delegations ” anxious 
to buttonhole him in behalf of some “ distingushed 
fellow-citizen ” whom they wish him to ‘“recom- 
mend.” A correspondent says that ‘“‘ Governors 
and Judges” are ‘‘almost as thick as summer 
flies,” and all trying to air their village impor- 
tance. This is worse than it was in war times, 
when Washington used to be really bad for the 
eyes, it was so dense with officers of the Volunteer 
Army, absent on (or without) leave, with shoulder- 
straps as big as greenbacks, and a good deal gau- 
dier. One wit of those days said he saw a stick, 
thrown at a dog in front of Willard’s, hit four 
brigadiers—“ and it wasn’t a good night for briga- 
diers either.” But this is nothing to the office- 
hunting crush of to-day. 

While, however, Congressmen are dogged morn- 
ing and night, and compelled often to surrender at 
discretion, such officers as SHERMAN, SHERIDAN 
and Tuomas, finding themselves subject to con- | 
stant annoyance from office-seekers, have made the 
wise resolution to pay no attention whatever to 
these applications. They have no idea of leaving 
their legitimate duties for these pursuits; we un- 
derstand, however, that General Seripan finds 
that fighting the Indians is not so hard as resisting 
the assaults of the office-seekers, and will evacuate 
Washington, and beat a retreat as soon as he can. 








Tue number of important military and naval or- 
ders which crowd upon us this week, compels us 
to postpone, until next week, the publication of 
the military and naval appointments confirmed by 
the Senate during its last session. We prefer to 
wait until we can publish the list complete. Its 
receipt has been delayed on account of the recall 
from the Departments of some of the nominations, 
for the purpose of correction, after they had been 
acted upon.

GENERAL Orders from headquarters Twenty-third In- 
fantry, Fort Vancouver, W. T., February 1st, refer to the 
decease, at San Francisco, California, on the 17th Janu- 
ary, of First Lieutenant Thomas Barker, Twenty-third 
Infantry. “The'son of an old {Army officer, and inti- 
mately associated with Army officers from his childhood, 
this announcement will be received with sorrow by his 
many Army friends, and by none more than the officers 
of his own regiment, who will wear the usual badge of 
mourning for thirty days.” 


Tue Court of Inquiry which convened at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, on the application of Captain John Livers, 
military storekeeper, Quartermaster’s Department, to 
examine into certain alleged frauds in connection with 
the public sale of clothing, camp and garrison equipage, 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, has reported “that the 
transaction of Messrs. Forbes and Hickman was fraudu- 
leut and committed with intent, but that Captain John 
Livers is entirely innocent of any complicity therein. 
He is exonerated from all blame the matter, and it is the 
unanimous opinion of the Court that no further proceed- 
ings are necesary in his case.” ‘The opinion is approved 
by Major-General Sheridan. 





{AJOR-GENERAL Meade, in (General Orders, dated 
Atlanta, March 12th, thus transfers the command of the

off with his gun ; a of soldiers was sent down to 
the village and were defied and the red flag hoisted.

A few days af- 
terward the sentries fired on a canoe full of Indians, 
leaving the harbor contrary to orders, and killed and 
wounded seven, one of themawoman.

BrREVET Captain Charles E. Hargous, second lieuten- 
ant Fortieth Infantry, was tried before a General Court- 
martial convened December 15, 1868, and reconvened 
February 6, 1869, at Goldsboro, N. C. ; Brevet Brigadier- 
General H. B. Clitz, lieutenant-colonel Sixth Infantry, 
president. The charge was “manslaughter, to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline.” The 
specification was as follows: 

Specification —* In this: that Brevet Captain Charles 
E. Hargous, second lieutenant Fortieth Infantry, being 
on duty as officer of the guard at the post of Goldsboro, 
did feloniously, unlawfully and wilfully discharge a 
pistol, loaded with powder and ball, at George Robinson, 
a private of Company D, Fortieth Infantry, being then 
and there a prisoner in charge of the guard at the post 
of Goldsboro, and with said ball discharged as aforesaid, 
the said Brevet Captain Hargcus did mortally wound 
the said Private Robinson in the neck, aud of which 
said mortal wound the said Private Robinson did die. 
This at Goldboro, North Carolina, on or about the 13th 
day of September, 1868.” 

To which charge and specification the, accused pleaded 
“Not guilty.” The finding was: Of the specification, 
“Guilty, except the word ‘ feloniously.’” Of the charge, 
“Not guilty of ‘manslaughter, to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline,’ but guilty of ‘conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and military discipline.’” 
The sentence was: “To be suspended from rank and 
pay proper, and confined to the limits of a post to be 
designated by the commanding general for one year.” 
Major-General Meade makes the following remarks on 


the proceedings in the case: 

In the foregoing case of Brevet Captain Charles E. 
Hargous, second lieutenant Fourtieth Infantry, the 
Court having found the accused guilty of unlawfully 
killing Private Robinson, the “conduct” of which it 
convicts him in the charge, notwithstanding the un- 
warranted rejection of the technical word “ felonious ” 
in the specification, can be no other than the “nian- 
slaughter” of which it acquits him. The Court has 
decided to adhere to this inconsistent finding, notwith- 
standing the opportunity given to revise it. 

The substance of the offence, however, having been 
found, the proceedings and findings, though not ap- 
proved, are confirmed. The sentence is confirmed, but 
on the recommendation of the Court, based upon the

The supernumer™ 
ary oflicers will be ordered to their homes to await further orders’ 
and supernumerary non-commissioned officers will be honorably 
discharged, unless they elect to remain in service on a lower grade. 

Fourth, The places of all officers of the first twenty-five regiments 
who are absent from their regiments “on detached service, leave of 
absence or otherwise,” more than thirty days, will be regarded va- 
cant and will be filled as above provided for. 

Fifth, All vacancies that may hereafter occur in the twenty-five 
infantry regiments will be filled by assignment of the senior officers 
of the same grade from the list of officers awaiting orders. 

Sixth, No new enlistmerts will be made until the number of men 
is reduced to the maximum number authorized by law for twenty 
tive regiments, but re-enlistments will continue to be made in the 
twenty-five authorized regiments, according to existing regulations. 

Seventh, Commanding officers of the Veteran Reserve ments 
are authorized to grant honorable discharges, on their application, 
to any of the enlisted men of their regiments who are unfit for 
active service.

PUBLISHED OFFICIALLY IN THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL.

Ay Acr making appropriations fer the _— of the Army for the 
year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
for other pur 8. ' 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the following 
sums be, and thesame are hereby aw out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the support of the Ar- 
my for the year ending the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and 
seventy: 

For “mpenses of recruiting and transportation of recruits, fifty 
thousand dollars. 

For pay of the Army, eleven million dollars. : 

For commutation of officers’ subsistence, one million five hundred 
thousand dollars. 

For commutation of forage for officers’ horses, twenty thousand 
dollars. 

For payment imlieu of clothing for officers’ servants, two kundred 
thousand dollars. 

For payments to discharged soldiers for clothing not drawn, two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

For subsistence in kind for regular troops and employes, four mil- 
lion five hundred thousand dollars.

And be it further enacted, That of the fifteen bands now in 
the service, organized under the provisions of section seven of an act 
entitled “ An act to increase and fix the military peace establishment 
of the United States,” approved July twenty-eight, eiguteen hundred 
and sixty-six, all, except the band at the Military Academy, shall be 
honorably discharged without delay, and shall receive full pay and 
allowance to the date of such discharge: Provided, ‘I‘hat there shall 
be enlisted in each regiment a chief musician, who shall be instrue- 
tor of music, with a salary of sixty dollars a month and the allowan- 
ces of a quartermaster-sergeant. 

Rec. 6. And be it further enacted, That until otherwise directed by 
law there shall be no new appointments and no promotions in the 
Adjutant-General’s Department, in the Inspector-General’s Depart- 
ment, in the Pay Department, in the Quartermaster’s Department, 
in the Commissary Department, in the Urdnance Department, in 
the Engineer Department, and in the Medical Department. 

Sec. 7. .4nd be it further enacted, That brevet rank shall not entitle 
an oflicer to precedence or command except by special assignment 
of the President, but such assignment shall not entitle any oflicer to 
additional ip allowances.

VARIOUS NAVAL MATTERS.

If the 
news from Peru concerning the yellow fever was en- 
couraging they were expecting to proceed thither. 

CoMMANDER E. K. Owens has received orders to pro- 
ceed by the next mail steamer to Panama and assume 
command of the United States sloop-of-war Cyane, 18, 
now at that place. Upon his reporting to the senior 
officer present, Commander John Walters, now in com- 
mand of the Cyane, is to consider himself detached from 
that vessel, and return to the United States on waiting 
orders duty. 

OFFICERS of the Navy are directed to inform the Sec- 
retary of the Navy of their actual places of residence. 
The object is to ascertain where they live, so that they 
may be assigned to duty at points nearest their places 
of residence, not only as a convenience to themselves, 
but also to save the Government their travelling expenses 
when ordered to distant points instead of those near 
home. 

THE Board of Naval Examiners at present assembled 
at Philadelphia have under consideration the promotion 
of Lieutenant-Commanders C. C. Carpenter and W. A. 
Kirkland ; aleoCommanders A. K. Hughes, E. R. Baldwin 
and E.R. Calhoun. This is brought about owing to the 
retirement of Commodore J. P. McKinstry, the promo- 
tion of Captain G. H. Scott, and the resignation of Cap- 
tain J. P. Sandford. 

THE flagship of the South Atlantic squadron is re- 

rted on the eve of departure for the Cape of Good 

ope and a visit to that portion of the station on the 
coast of Africa as far up as St. Paul de Loando, from 
whence she will return to Rio Janeiro. The officers and 
crew are all well. The Pawnee, 12,is expected at Rio. The 
Wasp, 3, is in La Plate river for the present, at Monte- 
video. 

THE attention of the Government having been directed 
so the necessity of strengthening the West Indian Squa- 
dron, in view of the disturbed condition of affairs on 
the island of Cuba, Vice-Admiral Porter has given the 
subject consideration, and will make the squadron as 
large and as efficient as our limited Navy will permit ; 
and sufficient to protect the rights of American residents 
in Cuba. 

PaYMASTER Elisha W. Dunn departed this life on the 
26th of February, at Mansfield, Ohio, after a long 
illness. He was the son of Rev. Thomas Dunn, born in 
Virginia,October 8, 1821,educated at Norwalk Seminary, 
Ohio, entered the Navy as Paymaster March, 1858, at- 
tached to the Gulf squadron until the rebellion, when he 
was ordered to Cairo, Illinois, as fleet paymaster. Since 
the war he has been stationed at Norfolk, New York, 
and Mound City Navy-yards. He is said to have borne 
his fatal disease with patience and resignation. 


THE trial by Naval General Court-martial of Captain 
Strong, United States Navy, is now progressing at the 
New York Navy-yard. While in command of the 
sloop-of-war Canandaigua,7, the vessel was run 
ashore in the Adriatic Sea. Upon the adjournment of 
the;court-martial above alluded to, Rear-Admirals String- 
ham, Stribling and Lee are ordered to make a tour of 
inspection of the Navy Yards, and make an extended re- 
port to the Navy Department of the condition of the 
same. 


THE U.S. steamer Portsmouth, 15, third-rate, arrived 
at Funchal, Madeira, February 8, 1869, after a passage of 
eighteen days from New York. She experienced heavy 
gales until within forty miles of Madeira, when, as is 
generally the case at this season, she was becalmed for 
twenty-four hours. Officers and crew all well and in ex- 
cellent spirits. The Portsmouth surpassed the most 
sanguine expectations, and has given unquestionable ev- 
idence of her superiority as a sailing ship. The neces- 
sary repairs will occupy about ten days, when she will 
leave for Rio Janeiro, Brazil. 


A NAVAL Board, of which Rear-Admiral L. M. Golds- 
borough is president, has been ordered to make ar in- 
spection of all the Naval vessels at the different Naval 
stations, and report condition of hull, machinery, and 
— to the Navy Department, with a view to 
placing at the disposal of the Secretary of the Navy 
those vessels at this time most available for service. 
Chief Engineer W. W. W. Wood, lately chief engineer 
of the New York Navy-yard, has been ordered to report 
to Rear-Admiral L. M. Goldsborough to assist in the ex- 
amination. The Board will also have the benefit of the 
counsel of a distinguished civilian engineer. 


THE sea service of officers hereafter will be for a period 
of three years, counting from the day they receive their 
orders until they are detached on the return of their ves- 
sel to the United States. Officers who have been three 
yearsat sea will, on their return, be allowed three years 
at a shore station, and to make it fair for all, officers will 
have to take their turns on the different stations. Those 
officers now on the Mediterranean station will not be 
ordered there again until they have performed duty on 
the coast of Brazil, China, Pacific and Home squadron, 
which will be the tour of duty. 


THE Navy Department calls the attention of officers to 
the regulations of the Navy forbidding applications for 
duty through persons of influence, as all such applica- 
tions must be made direct to the Secretary of the Navy, 
who is supposed to be the best judge of what duty an 
officer is entitled to, and if made in any other manner 
will not be attended to. It is very apparent that an offi- 
cer who can obtain service through influential friends 
Must have a great advantage over all others, and the 
least deserving may get the most important position. 
Duty will be assigned according to the requirements of 
the Navy, and those officers will be assigned to service 
who are known to be most competent to perform it. 

THE Navy Department has received a communication 
from Commander Meade, of the United States steamer 
Saginaw, 6, dated Sitka, January 7th, reporting troubles 





with the Indians.at Alaska, and his action, co-operating 
with the army, against them. He states that on New 
Year’s night a difficulty took place on shore between the 
guard and some Chilot Indians, headed by their chief. 
One soldier and two Indians were dangerously wounded. 
General Davis requested Commander Meade to co-operate 
with him by preventing the escape during the night of the 
Chilot Chief, in accordance with which an armed cutter, 
in charge of Midshipman J. E. Pillsbury, was sent on 
picket duty to the westward of the Indian village. She 
drove back six canoes, being obliged to fire a volley at 
one. The next day the chief was captured and lodged 
in the guard-house. A good deal of bad feeling exists 
between these Indians and the military. Their villages 
are remote from the sea, and men-of-war cannot get near 
enough to shell them. The tribes ars numerous and 
warlike in that region. 

The Navy Department has received voluminous dis- 
patches from Admiral Hoff, commanding the West In- 
dian Squadron, dated Havana, March ist. He says the 
revolutionary party seem to be obtaining successes in 
the neighborhood of Trinidad and Cienfuegos, in the 
Central Department, and at Guayapa,'in the West. 
There is a good deal of excitement, however, growing 
out of arrests, which are constantly being made of parties 
suspected of complicity with the revolutionists. Ameri- 
can citizens and their property have thus far been pro- 
tected, and ample precautions have been taken to pre- 
vent our citizens from being molested. The Spanish 
authorities seem to be desirous, the Admiral says, of af- 
fording every facility for the protection of our interests. 
As an evidence of this fact, he states that Prof. Agassiz, 
who had arrived off Havana in a surveying ship, asked 
permission of the Cuban authorities to make surveys of 
that harbor, which was immediately granted, and every 
courtesy was extended to him. The Admiral thinks it 
advisable, however, to keep a portion of the fleet there 
to guard against emergencies. 


THE Rochester (N. Y.) Hapress says in relation to Mr. 
George F. Sawyer, lately reinstated as second assistant 
engineer in the Navy, that he “ resigned his position in 
October last, and returned home to Albion, Orleans 
County. He took an active part in the Presidential 
campaign last fall, by singing and speaking. Not long 
since he was married toa daughter of Mr. O. Boyce, of 
Albion, and has since become engaged with his father- 
in-law in the hardware business at that place.” It adds 
that “one of Judge Davis’s first acts on his assuming his 
seat as Representative in Congress, was to call the atten- 
tion of Secretary Borie to this case of personal proscription 
for opinion sake, and upon the facts being known, the 
revocatory order was immediately issued. General 
Grant at once approved the order, and Mr. Sawyer’s 
friends are congratulating him upon this act of justice.” 
We have received a letter from Mr. Sawyer on the sub- 
ject of his court-martial, and restating his opinion of 
Mr. Johnson ; ‘but as it was probably written before the 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, it is not necessary or 
perhaps proper that we should now publish it. 


THE Philadelphia Press of the 16th says : “ It was ar- 
ranged that Secretary Borie should make an official visit 
and thoroughly inspect the Navy-yard. Mr. Borie ac- 
cordingly arrived at the Navy-yard about half-past ten 
o’clock yesterday morning ina carriage, in company with 
Commodore Goldsborough, where he was received with 
due honors by the marines of the yard, who were drawn 
up in a line at the entrance. The Secretary proceeded 
to Commodore Marchand’s office, where he was intro- 
duced to all of the officers in the station, with whom he 
spent about half an hour in friendly conversation. 
These gentlemen were in full dress, and seemed grati- 
fied with their introduction to Mr. Borie. While the 
Secretary was in Commodore Marchand’s office a salute 
of fifteen guns was fired in honor of the occasion, under 
the direction of Lieutenant Sherman. The Secretary 
then proceeded to the Commodore’s house, and, after 
staying afew minutes, returned to the city, asit was 
considered advisable to postpune the official inspection of 
the Navy-yard, in consequence of the inclemency of the 
weather. Mr. Borie left for Washington by the four 
o’clock train in the afternoon. 

AT eleven o’clock on the morning of the 13th the offi- 
cers of the Navy stationed in and around Washington, 
assembled at the Navy Department to the number of 
about sixty. They were attired in full uniform, and pro- 
ceeded in a body to the office of Secretary Borie, where 
they were presented by Rear-Admiral Dahlgren, Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance. The Secretary received 
them in a very cordial manner and impressed al’ very 
favorably by his affable demeanor. The presen ation 
ceremonies lasted but a few moments, and whe “ecre- 
tary Borie had shaken hands and exchanged a * . 
eral remarks with most of them, the entire party, hea <d 
by the Secretary, went in a body to the Executive Man- 
sion, where they entered the East Room and waited a 
few moments to be presented to the President. After a 
short time President Grant, accompanied by General 
Dent, entered the East Room and was introduced to the 
officers by Vice-Admiral Porter. They all shook him by 
the hand. Prominent among those present were Vice- 
Admiral Porter, Rear-Admirals Shubrick, Smith, Golds- 
borough, Dahlgren, and Poor ; Commodores Glissen, 
Smith, Boggs, Jenkinsand Sands; Captains Reynolds, 
Patterson, Davenport, Nicholson ; Commanders Jeffers, 
Davis, Morris, Weaver, Gillis, Johnson and Shirk. Of 
the Marine Corps there were present, Brigadier-General 
Zirlin, and Majors Slack, Cash, Nicholson and Graham ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Heywood and other Marine officers.

LaTE advices from the East Indies state that the 
United States flagship Piscataqua, 21, of the Asiatic 
squadron, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 8. Rowan, 
is now cruising upon the southern portion of the station, 
and, after visiting Manila, Batavia and Singapore, it is 
the intention of Admiral Rowan to stop at Macao, Hong 
Kong, and by the coming summer return to Japanese 
waters.

Commander Cushing, beencondemned. Thesloop-of-war 
Oneida, 8, is now awaiting in Japinese waters the arrival 
of her new commanding officer, Commander Williams, 
who was ordered to relieve Captain Creighton. The 
latter officer isto assume command of the flagship Pis- 
cataqua, 21, formerly commanded by Captain Ammen, 
who is now under orders to the United States. The 
sloop-of-war Iroquois, 6, Commander English, in Japan, 
has for some time been detained in port for repairs to her 
condenser,and machinery, also to overcome a defect of her 
propeller shaft. She may perbaps have to do the balance 
of her cruising under sail. he As/uelot, 10, Comman- 
der Law, has been on the station over three years. She 
needs repairs to decks, bulwarks, etc., and her boilers 
also have had much wear and require immediate atten- 
tion.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES. 


PASSED AT THE THIRD SESSION OF THR FORTIETH CONGRESS, AND 
PUBLISHED OFFICIALLY IN THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL. 
[Pusiic—No. 25.] 

Aw Act making appropriations for the naval service for the year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundied and seventy. 

Be it enacted by the Senateand House of es of the

and for the salaried positions how readily could we find 
from the large number of retired officers, capable men 
who would be glad! of such places.

In many of 
our States the same or something similar has been in- 
stituted in the Masonic and other fraternities, and I 
believe that in the City of New York the medical profes- 
sion have something of the same character. Let some 
of us at any rate agitate the matter and, if possible, 
arrive at some tangible method by which such a project 
can be submitted and the ideas of others be gotten at.

A PLAN FOR LIFE INSURANCE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sm: At a time when the papers generally are writing 
poth for and against the different systems and policies of 
life insurance, allow me to invite the attention of those 
of your readers who are officers in the Army, to a sug- 
gestion in regard to the matter. 

I believe I run no risk of contradiction when I assert 
that no man of moderate means, or income, should fail 
to have his life insured for just as large an amount as 
bis means will allow, and of all others the obligation 
of Army officers is greatest. It is not necessary to enter 
jnto an elaborate dissertation to show why or how that 
obligation exists. The question then arises what is the 
best plan? I have spent some little time in investigating 
this subject, or rather in listening to the arguments of 
the myriad of agents who will at once swarm around 
one it they surmise that he has the faintest idea of taking 
out a policy, and if he is at all susceptible each one will, 
in his turn, prove conclusively that is company is the 
only liberal one in existence. As an instance, within a 
month the agent of a so-called mutual company labored 
some two or three hours to satisfy me that 1 could insure 
more easily, cheaply, with more safety and receive in 
return larger dividends in his company than in any 
other, and having dreamed all that night of fabulous 
receipts and the immense sum that might accrue to 
my wife upon my leaving this mundane sphere, 
I woke fully determined to insure at once in the afore- 
said company, and to surrender my policy in the one in 
which I was already insured. Before I had time to con- 
summate this, however, another agent “scenting the 
prey from afar off,” I presume, pounced upon me and 
commenced the attack in force. Upon my timidly saying 
that my predilections were in favor of this other com- 
pany, giving him the name, out came his inseparable 
companion, a manual of insurance, and hastily running 
over the leaves, he showed me that the aforesaid muiual 
company, first, gave the larger portion of the earnings 
of the company to the original stockholders, after which 
the expenses of the company were paid, then twenty per 
cent. of the balance given to the original stockholders, 
when the pittance left called a dividend was divided 
among stockholders and policy-holders pro rata. And 
this was a mutual company. Herel was in a fog again. 
Since then, I have had three more attacks, and each has 
labored hard to proselyte me.

A NAVAL BOAT RACE. 
Io the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sm: We arrived at this place on the afternoon of the 
17th January, having left Ascension Island on New Year’s 
Day. Our passage up was quite pleasant, with the ex- 
ception of steady rain and a heavy sea in the “ doldrums” 
for two or three days. 

The English men-of-war Phebe, 35, and Barracouta, 
6, were here. The Barracouta left for Jamaica on the 
19th. The troopship Simoom was here also. She brought 
the Forty-seventh regiment from Halifax to relieve the 
Sixteenth, which she is to take to England. Numerous 
merchantmen were anchored in the bay and we were 
glad to see among them several flying our flag. 

As we had been at sea most of the time since we left 
Gibraltar, the 11th of November last, we were in rather 
a rusty condition as far as regards paint-work ; so, after 
coaling, we immediately set to work painting ship. Last 
Saturday evening, while the men were at supper, a boat 
came over from the Phebe and laid a short distance 
from the ship with oars tossed. Several of our coxswains 
seeing this challenge asked permission to take their 
boats out and race with them. As the men had been 
working hard all day, they were not allowed to do it, and 
the English boat after waiting a while came alongside. 
The coxswain came on board and said that his boat was 
the second cutter of the Phebe and his crew wished to 
pull one of our boats. As he wished to pull against a 
double banked boat, the gig was designated as the boat 
to pull against his. The race was appointed to come off 
on the following Monday, and five pounds were put up 
asa stake. Monday, however, proved an unfavorable 
day, so the race was postponed till Tuesday. 


arrived at the following very sage conclusions : 

First, that these gentlemen are all very earnest and, 
I doubt not, honest in pursuing their vocation in order 
that their per centage may be as large as possible. 

Second, that no man or set of men ever engage in any 
business operation without the firm intention of making 
money for themselves ; and to that end make their busi- 
ness} just as attractive as possible, and that those who 
enter into insurance business are not exceptions. 

Third, that philanthropy has not yet succeeded in 
instituting a life insurance company, either mutual or 
otherwise, for the exclusive benefit of the insured. 

An insurmountable obstacle presents itself, however, 
to the majority of Army officers, which is, how to save 
money enough to pay the premium, which to an officer 
dependent on his pay appears enormous. 

To overcome this obstacle it is that I desire to make a 
suggestion. I would propose that every officer of the 
Army be invited to become oxe of an organization for 
the insurance of officers’ lives, based upon some plan 
like the following: 

Each officer at the outset, to pay into the treasury a 
small sum, say ten dollars, to form a contingent 
fund. This instalment to entitle the officer to member- 
ship and all benetits arising therefrom, so long as he 
shall continue in the service of the United States. A 
board of directors, trustees or whatever else they may 
be called, selected, of capable officers, into whose hands 
this fund shall be placed for investment. A secretary, 
and if necessary an assistant, and also a treasurer, to be 
appointed at certain salaries to attend to and perform 
the official duties, under the direction of the directors. 
Now, with the funds properly invested, the revenue 
therefrom ought to be sufficient to liquidate all the 
expenses. On the death of any officer (a member) each 

nd all of the others, upon being notified thereof, to 
remit at once a specified sum, say one dollar, to the 
treasurer, which amount, when all have paid, shali be 
paid to the widow, or other heir of the deceased, or be 
otherwise disposed of as he shall elect before his death. 
The payment of this stipulated sum by the living offi- 
cers would become a matter of honor with all, and Iam 
firm in my belief that no delinquents would be found. 
If it should, however, prove to be so, such delinquent 
should forever after forfeit all right to any further bene- 
fit, and the other members should be at once notified of 
such fact. It would, of course, have to be understood that | 
any oilicer leaving the Army by resignation ceased to | 
become a member and the money paid in would necessa- 
rily be lost to him. 

_In case the permanent fund should not yield a suffi- 
ciently large iucome to defray all the necessary expenses 
of the company, a very small annual due from each mem- 
ber would prove amply sufficient. 

By some such plan an organization would be formed | 
which would be of very great benefit and at the same | 
time form an additional tie to unite the officers of the 
Army in one brotherhood. Not an officer but could 
easily pay the small amounts in the manner specified, 
while that great bugbear, which exists tor so many of 
us, the dread of leaving a wife and family entirely des- 
titute, would pe removed.

They had barely gone a hundred 
yards before the second cutter fouled the gig ; the latter 
tossed oars and returned to the stern of the Phabe fol- 
lowed by the second cutter. A second start was made 
and the boats were off like a flash. The gig reached the 
buoy first and turned it in fine style. On the way to the 
buoy off the Canache the gig kept gaining and came in 
astern of the Phebe some three hundred yards ahead, 
having rowed about three miles in about twenty-two 
minutes, which, considering the sea and wind, was very 
good time. 

The Phebe and the Simoom cheered our boat heartily 
as she came in, showing then, as they have the whole 
time we have been in Barbadoes, a very friendly spirit. 
It would have done you good, though, to have heard 
our men howl. They were very much delighted over 
the result of the race, and, for some time after, the gig’s 
crew might be seen scattered around the decks, with a 
knot of blue jackets around them, recounting the various 
incidents of the race to their admiring listeners.

AN APPEAL TO MRS. GRUNDY. 
Io the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sin: For years prior to the Great Rebellion, in fact 
since the war of 1812, to enlist in the Regular Army 
was considered to place a man a step beyond the pale 
of society, into which the unfortunate adventurer could 
not return. Our Army was, at that time, mainly com- 
posed of men from the lower order of communities; an 
individual therein of education and ability, in the gen- 
eral acceptation of the term, being a rara avis. That 
such persons were to be found in the ranks, however, 
the numerous appointments therefrom to commissions, 
during the early history of the late war, amply testify. 
Whether they acquired the necessary information in 
the Army, or in the higher walks of civil life before 
enlistment, is immaterial. They certainly were quali- 
fied for the positions of officers, or they could not have 
“passed” the rigid examination to which they were 
subjected. ? 

The Army of to-day differs widely from that of 1860. 
Hundreds of young soldiers may now be found in it, 
possessing education and refinement eminently fitting 
them for honorable positions as citizens. What induced 
them to enlist after the end of the war, their services 
being no longer requ‘red in the “tented fi 1d,” is unex- 
plainable, unless a spirit imbibed in the Volunteer ser- 
vice to be hic et ubique. The love of adventure, a cer- 
tain fascination inspired by danger, the memory of the 
sublimity of the battles in which they were engaged, 


and the general excitement incident to the varied move- 
ments of troops, actuated them. 

A regimental commander desiring to select from his 
command an enlisted man to perform some specific duty 
requiring intelligence and a peculiar order of ability, 
has but to consult his “Descriptive Book,” and in the 
column of “ Occupations ” he will find lawyers, medical 
students, clerks, merchants, mechanics, in fact, repre- 
sentatives of every trade and profession known. And 
many, very many important orders and decisions affect- 
ing the Army, are the production of the prolific brains 
of “ high privates of the rear rank.” 

While acknowledging that society came honestly by 
its measure of the merits or demerits o/ enlisted men, 
through the history of the acts of foreign troops, we can- 
not understand why our “country’s defenders” should 
be denied admission to it, the memory of-their devotion 
to the great cause of right being yet green. 

The aggressive, blood-thirsty acts of the hordes of 
Napoleon, flushed with victory and granted free rein to 
pillage, ravish and utterly annihilate their prostrate 
enemies, find no parallels in the history of our late war. 

The status of foreign armies at war or in peace, can- 
not, in any shape, be compared with our own. This 
proposition is based on the foregoing stated facts relative 
to the culture of enlisted men. 

An intelligent soldier knows that, though surrounded 
by ninety-nine “ fellow ” soldiers of his company, he can 
preserve his individuality, and as far as hig moral and 
intellectual character goes, be antipodal in his relation 
to them. 

Surely the man is not worth a fig who cannot faith- 
fully serve a three years’ term of enlistment, and again 
enter civil life uncontaminated by the “ evil influences” 
prevalent in a company of enlisted men. But communi- 
ties are proverbially indiscriminating, and a capable, 
moral, well-bred young man, like “Old Dog Tray,” is 
socially slain, because he “happens” to be caught in 
bad company. 

Why an individual is considered a mauvais sujet, 
whose position places him in daily contact with bad 
men, we leave to some enlightened civilian to answer.

INAUGURATION OF FORT D. A. RUSSELL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sim: It was our good fortune to be present at D. A. 
Russell at meridian, yesterday, March 4th, the day and 
the hour, it appears, having been designated as the 
most auspicious time for the raising of the new and ele. 
gant flag-staff, and the hoisting, for the first time at the 
Post, of the Stars and Stripes. 

The troops, some 800 in number, were paraded in line 
of battle, che flag-staff, 104 feet high, was raised by the 
first sergeants of the companies, and at twelve, meridian, 
by order, the flag was slowly hoisted, the troops pre- 
senting arms, the music saluting and the band playing 
the “ Star Spangled Banner.” 

It wasone of those sights that one cannot witness 
without emotions of pleasure and pride. There was not 
an accident or mistake to mar the beauty of the cere- 
mony. The top-mast was sent slowly and surely to its 
place, and as the large garrison flag opened its folds to 
the mountain breeze, it seemed to move gracefully up- 
ward in perfect harmony with the notes of the inspiring 
music, conscious of its importance and the greatness of 
its glory. ; 

The imposing ceremony is one not easily to be forgot- 
ten. It is believed that thereis no flag flying over any 
military post in the country, so high as the flag at 
Russell. ; 

Iam informed that General Russell,in honor of whom ° 
the Post is named, was an old friend of the commanding 
officer—Major Van Voast. He entered the service in 
1841, and was killed at the battle of Opequan, Va., Sep- 
tember 19, 1864. When a captain he was considered 
one of the best officers in his regiment. He always 
manifested the greatest interest in the welfare of his 
men. He was ever ready for duty, and his company 
always prepared for inspection. He was full of that 
old fashioned integrity, and possessed that high-toned 
idea of the soldier’s honor that made his name respected 
and loved wherever it was mentioned. 

His services in time.of peace were among the Indians 
of the West ; and although he fell a loved and honored 
officer, in the great rebellion, his services before the re- 
bellion were of equal value the government. 

His name is honored by Fort Russell,and the raising 
of the flag of our country yesterday, recalled his many 
virtues to the recollection of his friends. "."

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ASSIGNMENTS IN THE ARMY. 


HE re-assignment in Division and Department 
Commands under General Orders No. 18 
furnishes another illustration of that union of 
vigor and sound judgment in military and naval 
management for which the last fortnight has been 
remarkable. To begin with, the temporary assign- 
ments of Lieutenant-General SHertpan and Bre- 
vet Major-General Howarp are interchanged, the 
former now going to St. Louis, and the latter to 
New Orleans. This is the move which we fore- 
shadowed in our last issue. We gave our reasons 
then in full for believing that General SHERIDAN 
would not be assigned permanently to the Depart- 
ment of Louisiana, it being, to start with, a com- 
mand totally disproportionate to his rank. We 
expressed the conviction that he would never go 
to New Orleans at all, and that his assignment 
was made as a significant reminder of a certain 
by-gone injustice. We have now to add that it 
was probably always the intention to assign Gen- 
eral SHERIDAN to his present command of the 
Military Division of the Missouri, which is quite 
as important as ever, since it includes the Indians 
in its control. Indeed, after fighting the red men 
all winter, it would have been hard to compel the 
Lieutenant-General to fight the yellow fever all 
summer. General Howarp, who is very familiar 
with affairs at the South, from his long experience, 
and whose appointment will be equally satisfac- 
tory to Congressional sentiment, goes to New 
Orleans in place of SHERIDAN, to_command the 
Department of Louisiana. 

The second interchange of commands is between 
Generals Hatteck and Tuomas. The latter is 
assigned to the command of the Military Division 
of the Pacific, held by the former since the end of 
the war, while the former takes command of the 
new Military Division of the South, of which we 
shall speak presently, and which includes General 
THomas’s old command. As the latter officer is 
now in Washington, on duty in connection with 
the Dyer Court-martial, we judge that he will 
wait until that terminates, before proceeding 
West, and even then the distance of his new com- 
mand may retain him for some time making pre- 
paration for departure. General HaLiLeck does 
not proceed to his new command until relieved by 
his successor; and, as his business and personal 
interests in San Francisco are so large, it has been 
suggested that he may possibly be forced to resign 
his position; that, however, is purely conjectural. 

The next feature we note in this reassignment 
is its policy of “‘ consolidation.” The Department 
of Washington has been discontinued and merged 
into the Department of the East; the Department 
of the Cumberland has been discontinued and 
merged in the Division of the South; the Fourth 
Military District has been added to this latter 
Division; and the First District to the Division 
of the Atlantic. Other minor changes have been 
made, and perhaps, as no new list is yet published, 
the shortest way to note the general result will be 
to describe the geographical divisions, districts, 
and departments which have been affected by late 
changes. 

General ScnoFIELb’s Department of the Missouri 
comprises now the States of Illiriois, Missouri and 
Kansas, the post of Fart Smith, Arkansas, the 
Indian Territory, the Territory of New Mexico, 
and that of Colorado except the posts of Forts 
Morgan and Sedgwick, and the stage road from 
Fort Sedgwick to Denver. General Hatiecx’s 
new Military Division of the South is to be com- 
posed of “the Department of the South Louis- 
jana,” the Fourth Military District (7. e., Missis- 
sippi) and the Statesof Kentucky, Tennessee and 
West Virginia, with the post ot Jeffersonville, 
Indiana—i. e., the old Department of the Cumber- 
land. For the rest, the First District (Virginia) 
is added to the Division of the Atlantic, and this 
latter (now that the Department of Washington 
is discontinued) is composed of the two Depart- 
ments of the East and of the Lakes.

THE new government in England, like our own, 
has undertaken the work of reducing the expenses 
of military establishment. Economical measures 
have been introduced in the management of the 
British Navy-yards, by which a great deal of un- 
necessary ‘‘ red tape ” and expense is saved. And 
as to the Army, Mr. CaRDWELL, Secretary of War, 
has made in Parliament a statement in regard to 
the Army estimates, showing a reduction of 
£1,000,000 in the total amount as compared with 
last year. He said that the government proposed 
to partially accomplish this saving by reducing the 
force in the colonies, except at military stations, 
From France also we hear from Toulon that by 
orders received from Paris all soldiers and sailors 
who were recruited in the year 1862 have been dis- 
charged from the military and naval depots. But 
we fancy it is hardly safe to look to France for any 
very significant reduction in military expenditure, 








Tue successful termination of the Indian can- 
paign has brought to Washington a large number 
of the heroes of the late frontier warfare. The 
are looking very well after their hardships, whici 
seem to have agreed with them, though SHEripa\ 
and his command have spent the winter burrowing 
in the ground like hedge-hogs, to keep the cold 
away. The difficulties of the winter campaign on 
the Plains are but little understood or appreciated. 
It was immensely destructive to stock, and cold 
and starvation were worse foes than even Indian 
arms. The surgeons had few wounds to dress, 
but plenty of frozen fingers and toes to cut off, 
and many a poor fellow will bear about these 
marks of “the Indian war.” However, officers 
and men shared privations and suffering ‘ without 
distinction of rank,’ and hence it was that a cam- 
paign which was essentially an experiment, proved 
a great success. 








Tue consolidation of the five and forty regi- 
ments of infantry into twenty-five has been, of 
course, the leading Army feature in a week full 
of eventful changes for the Army. The Secretary 
of War has thus taken prompt action on the late 
Act of Congress prescribing Army reduction. 
The method of making the reduction called for, 
and now accomplished, was wisely left, by the 
terms of the Act, to the discretion of the War 
Department, the Secretary being instructed to 
consolidate the infantry regiments “ as rapidly 2 
the requirements of the public service and the 
reduction of officers will permit.” It was wise to 
meet the purpose of Congress half way, and to 
co-operate cheerfully with its plans, inasmuch 4s 
reduction was a foregone conclusion. The sooner 
consolidation was effected, the more quickly would 
the Army re-adjust itself to its new conditions. 
The destruction of regimental organizations, the 
breaking up of old ties, and the disappointment of 
ambitious hopes, have been very great; but itis4 
result which must be accepted as inevitable in the 
re-action following a long war. It is a flood, but 
it might have been a deluge; and the Army ® 
much indebted to the persistent stand made by 
such representatives of their interests in Congress 
as General GARFIELD, of the House Military Com 
mittee. The bar to appointments and promotions 
is not extended to cavalry and artillery, and 4 
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place is thus provided for the graduates of the | 
Military Academy. For the rest, the provision in 
General Orders No. 17, whereby the supernu- 
merary Officers awaiting orders at home may ex- 
change for service with those assigned to com- 
mands is a wise one, and will do muchto miti- 
gate disappointments. With the natural changes 
wrought by time, the Army will readjust itself to 
its new condition. Let us hope it will not be tin- 
kered for some time to come, as it has been during 
four years past. —

Tne attention which the JouRNAL has given to 
National Guard, or Militia matters, it will please 
all classes of our readers to know, has helped ma- 
terially to develop an increased interest in military 
training on the part of the State citizen soldiery. 
Before the JouRNAL undertook to record and criti- 
cise the movements of the National Guard, the 
Militia had no organ in the press. But one news- 
paper gave anything like prominent attention to 
the subject, and in that the laudation was so uni- 
versal and the knowledge of general military and 
of tactical matters so insufficient, that it exercised 
but a small influence, and what influence it did 
have was, of course, by no means of the best kind. 
Now all the leading daily papers of New York 
give prominence to matters of interest to the Na- 
tional Guard; and—what is even better—an intel- 
ligent and judicious criticism, followed by many 
good effects, has been encouraged. Officers of the 
Regular services will understand the necessity and 
propriety of a military journal’s giving whatever 
aid it can to any movement for the increase of the 
efficiency of the Militia of the country. 








THE nomination of General LONGSTREET to be 
Surveyor of Customs at New Orleans, naturally 
excites a good deal of comment. Some of the 
Senators and Representatives from Southern States 
do not like the idea of giving office to an ex-Con- 
federate officer who, by his ability, gave the Union 
Army so much trouble during the war; but the 
General’s course since the war strongly commends 
itself to Northern Republicans. On the other 
hand, a New Orleans paper finds every reason to 
praise him for his course as a Confederate officer, 
but can see nothing to justify admiration in his 
conduct since the war. As a gentleman of ability 
and honor, however, nothing can be, or is, said 
against General LONGSTREET.

has passed the Senate. It provides for the creation of a 
Board of Naval Survey, to consist of three officers not 
below the grade of Rear-Admiral, who shall have general 
supervision of all matters relating to the construction 
and equipment of vessels, the management of Navy-yards 
etc., and make recommendations in regard thereto to the 
Secretary of the Navy. No promotion shall be made to 
the grade of Lieutenant-Commanderon the active list 
until the number in said grade is reduced to eight, which 
shall thereafter be the limit, and the number of Lieuten- 
ants shall hereafter be 280, and the number of masterS 
and ensigns is fixed at 100 in each grade. The number 
of officers in the Medical, Pay, and Engineer Corps is to 
be reduced to specified limits by ceasing to make pro. 
motions until the limitsare reached. The Marine Corps 
is to be constituted as follows: one brigadier-general, 
commandant; one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, three 
majors, one adjutant and inspector, one paymaster, one 
quartermaster, one assistant quartermaster, fifteen cap- 
tains, twenty-four first-lieuterants, twenty-four second- 
lieutenants, one sergeant-moajor, cre quartermaster-ser. 
geant, one drum-major, one principal musician, 150 ser. 
geants, 150 corporals, 130 musicians, drummers, and 
fifers, and 1,500 privates. The reduction isto be made 
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by ceasing promotions. An additional section was agreed 
to providing that the studentsin the Naval Academy 

shali hereafter be styled cadet midshipmen. The pay 

of the midshipmen was fixed at $1,000 per annum. 

The bill now goes to the House, but it is thought to be 

hardly likely that it will go through this Session. 

Mr. WILson introduced a bill providing for continuing 
the educational and collection departments of the Freed- 
men’s Bureau until January 1, 1871. 

There was a long debate in the House on the Resolu- 
tion of Mr. ButTierR, for the appointment of a Joint 
Select Committee on Indian Affairs, consisting of three 
Senators and six Representatives, to which shall be 
referred all matters relating t> treaties with Indian 
tribes, payment of annuities, etc., with power to consider 
all questions arising under such treaties,and whether 
they may be abrogated, annulled, or modified, etc., and 
to consider the expediency of determining by law what 
shall be the legal status of persons of Indian descent, 
and what course shall be taken that will better tend to 
their civilization, Christianization, and ultimate citizen- 
ship. The resolution was finally agreed to. 

Mr. CuLLom presented the petition of Messrs. BLIss 
and MASTERMAN, in relation to their imprisonment in 
Paraguay by president Lopez, and subsequently on 
board of the United States gunboat Wasp and the flag 
ship Guerriere, and in that connection offered a resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a select committee of five to 
inquire into all the circumstances and into the conduct 
of the late American Minister to Paraguay, and of the 
officers commanding the South Atlantic Squadron, with 
power tosend for persons and papers, etc. 

The bill passed by the last Congress, but not signed 
by the President, fixingjthe status of the Judge-Advo- 
cates of the Army, placing the number at ten, was 
again introduced and passed. Bills were introduced to 
extend bounties to drafted men; and to repeal the sec- 
ond section of the act of 1867, which provides that all 
orders relating to military operations made by the 
President shall be issued through the General of the 
Army. Mr. Banks introduced joint resolutions author. 
izing the President to recognize the independence of 
Cuba whenever, in his opinion, a republican form of 
government shall have been in fact established, and to 
open negotiations with the Government and people of 
San Domingo for the annexation of that Republic to the 
United States.

WE have received a full report of the proceedings at 
the Naval reunion, held at Cairo, February 18th. 
James Laning, late acting Volunteer lieutenant, was 
called te the chair, and H. H. Candee, late acting assist- 
ant paymaster, appointed secretary. Commodore Henry 
Walke presented a plan of organization which was 
adopted. It christens the society “The Mississippi 
Navy Union ;” lays down as its general principles those 
of the Christian religion ; true allegiance to the United 
States, the Constitution and laws ; as duties : to strength- 
en fraternal’ friendship and sympathy formed by our 
companionship in arms, and to extend all possible re- 
lief to the widows and orphan children of members; to 
encourage and maintain a sincere reconciliation with the 
people of the Southern States, and restore the confidence 
and regard so essential to the welfare of our country. The 
members are to consist of (1) officers and men, of good 
standing, who were attached to the Western Flotilla or 
Mississippi Squadron, during the late war, or the eldest 
male lineal descendant of the same ; also, all such other 
persons as at.any time during the late war rendered the 
Western Flotilla or Mississippi Squadron efficient ser- 
vice, on shore or otherwise ; (2) honorary members, lim- 
ited in number, to consist of gentlemen in civil life who 
were conspicuous for their loyalty and services in behalf 
of the Navy in various capacities ; also, such officers of 
the army as co-operated with the Western Flotilla or 
Mississippi Squadron. It establishes a Grand Command- 
ery for the State of Illinois, with headquarters at Mound 
City. The fellowing officers of the Commandery were 
elected: Commander, James Laning, late acting Volun- 
teer lieutenant, La Salle, Ill, Vice-Commander, H. 





Walke, commodore U, 8. Navy, Mound City ; Recorder

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_ ‘THE QUARTERMASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 


Zo the Chairmen Military Committees of Congress. 


THE importance of regulating and economizing the 
expenditures of the Quartermaster’s Department, through 
which millions of money yearly pass for the support of the 
Army, must be evident, and the careless and loose man- 
ner in which the business of this Department is done by 
young, inexperienced, and too often negligent officers is 
well known throughout the service. There being no 
extra compensation attached to the office of acting assist- 
ant quartermaster, the duties being very onerous and 
especially thankless, the officer being held to a strict 
accountability by the accounting officers of the Treasury, 
no allowance being made for his excusable ignorance of 
the thousand and one requirements of those officers, 
(many of them not to be found in the Regulations), the 
expedients to which he is forced to resort to make his 
papers technically correct, which is absolutely necessary, 
no matter how honest or honorable he may be, expedi- 
ents he would scorn to use under any other circum- 
stances, and which have the authority of long custom— 
these reasons and many others cause the lieutenants of 
the line to shun and avoid the duties of acting assistant 
quartermaster as they would the plague. Consequently, 
the duty is too often assigned to the youngest and there- 
fore, ceteris paribus, the most incompetent officer, who is 
only too glad, by promotion, the arrival of some officer 
younger than he at the post, or for some similar cause, 
to get rid of ‘an irksome duty, for which, however well 
done, he generally receives no thanks, too often fault- 
finding and rebuke from his superiors, who have been 
for years acquiring the hepateien necessary for an 
intelligent and correct performance of the duty. The 
remedy for this state of affairs is simple and may already 
have been proposed, I not having seen the report of the 
Secretary of War for the past year. Under an old law 
of Congress, April 14, 1818, Sec. 6 (which is no longer a 
law, if I mistake not), assistant commissaries of subsist- 
ence receive $20 per month eztru, less one ration, which 
increases their pay to the paltry sum of $11 per month. 
The duty of the acting assistant quartermaster is ten 
times more vn for which he gets nothing, 
though frequently the same officer does the duty of both 
acting assistant quartermaster and assistant commissary 
of subsistence. t Congress pass a law increasing the 
pay of an acting assistant quartermaster $20 per month, 
without the loss of any ration, no extra pay being 
allowed when he also performs the duty of assistant 
commissary of subsistence, the acting assistant quarter- 
masters to give bonds in the sum of $5,000. As was for- 
merly done by the assistant commissary of subsistence, 
the promotions to the grade of assistant quartermaster 
to be made exclusively from these officers and the regi- 
mental quartermasters, these last to be likewise bonded, 
the appointments of acting assistant quartermasters to 
be made by the Quartermaster-General, upon application 
by the subalteras, approved through the customary 
channels. 

If this were done a very great improvement in the 
administration of the Quartermaster’s Department would 
soon be apparent, the position would be sought by the 
oldest subalterns, particularly by the married ones ; the 
ollicers would study the laws and regulations relating 
to the Department, each would strive for the prize of 
promotion, and, in short, the work now so distasteful 
would be honestly, intelligently and efficiently done. 
Should there happen to be two or more bonded acting 
assistant quartermasters at the same post, the oldest in 
lineal rank should have the privilege of doing the duty 
of quartermaster. As nearasI can estimate there are 
about three hundred posts in the Army, but as many of 
these are very small with but a small money and prop- 
erty accountability, and asthe number will soon be much 
decreased, one hundred and fifty bonded acting assistant 
quartermasters would be sutficient for the service. ‘lo 
give some idea of the responsibility attaching to the 
office of acting assistant quartermaster, below is the 
minimum value of quartermaster’s property at a few 
posts under the same commander, leaving out of the 
question disbursements, accountability,for buildings, etc. 
Only one of the posts, and that not the most important, 
has a bonded disbursing officer.

Making a total of one million one hundred and sixty- 
four thousand dollars, mostly in the hands of very young 
subalterns, and for the responsibility of which they get 
zero. More important commands than the one referred 
to would make a worse exhibit from the necessity of the 
case, having more property in the hands of a greater 
number of subalterns. 

{jhe expense of the system advocated would be a trifle 
compared to the amount saved, the additional cost being 
only $35,000 per annum. 

The receiving and issuing of Army stores is too often 
left entirely to enlisted men, who are subject to very 
great temptations by unscrupulous Army contractors, 
and who, when dishonest, are measurably screened from 
detection by the fact that the same person receiving the 
stores also issues them, 80 that in forage alone more is 


charged to the animals, which they do not get, than | 


would ten times pay for the additional proposed expendi- 
ture. Take the ten thousand animals belonging to the 
mounted corps alone and suppose that one pound per 
day is saved per animal at one cent per pound, this 
alone would more than pay the extra compensation of 
the one hundred and fifty acting assistant quartermas- 
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It is to be hoped that the unrewarded acting assistant 
quartermasters now on duty will take up this matter 
and by appeals to their chief and their members of Con- 
gress have their positions made enviable as well as 
responsible.

A SEARCH FOR SUNKEN TREASURE. 


Prior to the accession of Queen Anne, on the 8th of 
March, 1702, snuff-taking was a luxury unknown to 
Englishmen, but within a few short months the first 
pinch was unexpectedly introduced by Admiral Rooke, 
under the following circumstances. During the Spanish 
war of succession, when the English and Dutch con- 
tended against the Spaniards and Frenchmen, it was the 
custom for the Spanish vessels which brought treasure 
from America to wait for convoy across the sea. Thus 
fleets of treasure were formed, which, although they en- 
joyed the escort of men-of-war, offered great tempta- 
tions to the enemy’s cruisers. In the autumn of 1702, 
when Admiral Rooke was returning home with the 
Duke of Ormond, a fleet of fifty sail, and a land force 
of 13,000 men, after an unsuccessful attempt on Cadiz, 
lie received a message from the English Minister at Lis- 
bon, stating that the immediate arrival of a very large 
and valuable ileet of Spanish treasure-ships was expected. 
Sir George Rooke, who appears to have been a thorough 
going “old salt,” took upa position near Cadiz, and 
there waited with patience for their arrival. Notwith- 
standing his vigilance, the Spanish vessels reached the 
port of Vigo in safety, and anchored, in supposed secur. 
ity, under the protection of the land batteries. Admiral 
Rooke and the Duke of Ormond, however, decided on 
the hazardous enterprise of “cutting out.” 

The prize was worth the risk. The commanders 
of the English forces had an eye tothe main chance, 
and boldly determined to secure the Spanish flotilla, 
which was universally acknowledged to be the richest 
that ever sailed from the West Indies for Europe. On 
examination it was found that the harbor had been 
strongly fortified by the French and Spaniards. The 
Duke of Ormond landed on the 22d October, with 2,000 
men, and co-operated with the English and Dutch fleets. 
The enemy made great resistance, but the English Ad- 
miral succeeded in bringing away “several men-of-war, 
six galleons containing 7,000,000 pieces of eight in plate 
and merchandise. ‘The remaining eleven or twelve ves- 
sels, containing gold and silver to the computed value 
of 6,000,000, were burnt or sunk.” The cargo of many 
vessels consisted of snuff, and the first pinch of snuff 
reached England from the captures made at Vigo. The 
Loudon Guzetie, in November, 1702, contained an official 
account of the action. The monthly news-letters of 
England and Holland, and the writings of contemporary 
Spanish authors, all agreed in stating that the fleet of 
trading vessels was the richest that had ever “ ploughed 
the main.” The English and Dutch secured great plun- 
der, and the Spaniards saved a considerable amount, 
but many galleons were destroyed and sunk, taking with 
them, to their resting place at the bottom of the sea, 
enormous wealth. According to Boyer, “ The silver and 
old it had on board were computed at twenty million 
pieces of eight, of which fourteen millions only were 
taken out of the galleons and secured by the enemy, 
und the rest was either taken or left in the galleons that 
were burnt or sunk. The goods were valued at twenty 
milliou pieces of eight more. Besides, there was a good 
deal of plate belonging to private persons, most of which 
W2s either taken or lost.” 

The King of Spain subsequently issued a proclama- 
tion, in which he announced his intention of taking 
possession, under different pretexts, of 6,600,000 pieces 
of eight, saved from the fleet at Vigo, and the London 
c of March 29, 1703, informed the public that 
His Majesty of Spain had seized all the plate which was 
saved out of the galleons at Vigo, amounting, as it is 
said, to “seven million pieces of eight.” It may be 
assumed, therefore, that seven millions of pieces of 
cight was the full extent of what the Spaniards rescued 
irom a fleet containing upward of twenty millions. 
Nather Neptune has thus enjoyed the undisturbed 
possession of great wealth during a period of one hun- 
dred and sixty years, and as he can neither have squan- 
dered the gold coin nor pawned the plate, both must 
remain embedded where they sunk. Since the year 1702 
but one attempt has been made until the present time, 
to discover and regain the treasure. In the year 1859 an 
English engineer obtained permission from the Spanish 
Government to make the attempt. He discovered the 
position of two of the galleons, but unable to obtain 
suilicient capital to raise them, he was forced to abandon 
the attempt. He, however, subsequently made search 
for the others, and at the present time nine have been 
discovered aud their position marked by buoys. It will 
be remembered that Colonel Gowen raised upward of 
seventy vessels, which had been sunk in the harbor of 
Sebastopol. ‘Tuey were of greater tonnage, lying in 
deeper water, aud more heavily embedded in mud than 
those at Vigo. ‘This gentleman has undertaken to raise 
he treasure-ships to which we have alluded, so we are 
confident that the remains of the Spanish flotilla will 
» from their watery grave. Colonel Gowen is an 
American. It may be of interest to call attention toa 
similar case of loss and successful recovery of a large 
amount of specie. On the 19th of October, 1799, the 
glish frigate La Lutine, commanded by Launcelot 

ler, Was lost off the Vlie Island, on the coast of 
1, Lier crew consisted of 240 men, but one alone 

scaped to give account of the disaster. Several passen- 
ers and ten tons of gold and silver were on board. The 
amount lost was stated at the time to have been £600,000 
sterling, but this was subsequently found to be incorrect, 
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According to official returns £140,000 sterling was the 
amount of specie which went down with the frigate. 
Some few years since a speculator, under the auspices of 
Lloyds’ Committee, visited the wreck, and ultimately 
succeeded in raising alarge amountof treasnre. At the 
present time nearly £70,000 remain in hand to meet any 
claims which may arise, although large payments have 
been made to the speculator as reward for his outlay and 
exertions, and as royalty to the Dutch Government. 
Thus the greater part, if not all, of the treasure has 
been recovered from the wreck of La Lutine. It is but 
reasonable to suppose that the promoters of the Galleon 
Treasure Venture will find no difficulty in obtaining the 
capital necessary to secure success.—Continental Gazette. 








HEALTH IN IRON-CLADS. 


Ir has never been proposed that ships should be ar- 
mor-plated for the sanitary benefit of their crews. On 
the contrary, it was for years loudly proclaimed that in 
addition to the increased danger of navigation, the inner 
life of these vessels would be almost unbearable. As in 
most of the prognostications of evil, in reference to im- 
provements in marine construction, the prophets have 
had a bad time of it; but with respect to the healthiness 
of ironclads the result is better than the mostesangcuine 
favorer of these floating fortresses could have anticipated. 
In the official report on the health of the Navy, just is- 
sued, there is included a table of the ratio of cases of dis- 
ease and injury, under treatment during twelve months 
in various classes of vessels and in the marine detach- 
ments serving abroad. Dr. Mackay, of the Admiralty, in 
his introductory observations to the statistical abstracts, 
states: * This table shows the ironclad vessels in a very 
favorable light, the ratio of cases in them being consid- 
erably lower than in any of the rated vessels, and lower 
than in the sloops, gun vesselsand gun boats. The first- 
rate, which shows a lower ratio than the iron-clads, can- 
not be taken into consideration, as the only vessel of this 
class in the force was in commission only for a short 
time, during which she was being paid off, at a time, 
when, as a rule, menrarely go on the sick list excepting 
for serious diseases or injury. It appears that seventy- 
one vessels of various classes were employed in the home 
station during the period embraced in the report, four- 
teen iron-clads being included in the number employed 
in similar duties to the vessels in squadrons on active 
service aboard. On this station the ratio of cases was 
below that of the other two vessels in the squadron do- 
ing similar service. On the Mediterranean station only 
two vessels were employed for the whole of the period, 
and a comparatively higher rate of sickness is officially 
attributed to the fact of the vessels being recently put in 
commission. On the North American and West Indian 
station the mean rate of both vessels was below the av- 
erage sick rate of the station. In the Favorite, in which 
the ratio was the highest, the diseases were, for the most 
part, of a trivial character, while in the case of the Roy. 
al Alfred, except some cases of catarrh, there was com- 
paratively little or no sickness on board. The ratio of 
cases treated on board was fractionally within 500 per 
1,000 of the average of the station for a period of twelve 
years. On the Pacific station the Zealous showed by 
much the lowest ratio of any sea-going vessel of the 
equadron ; and the Ocean, stationed at China, is reported 
to be very healthy, for with the exception of disorders 
attributable to causes outside the ship, there was no ac- 
tive disease of any moment. These reports from somany 
stations, and with many varieties of climate and condi- 
tion, are in the highest degree satisfactory. —HZngineer. 








SHIELD ARMOR PLATES. 
[From the London Standard.} 

Ir being an admitted fact that the lines of joints be- 
tween armor plates are lines of weakness, the late Iron- 
plate Committee, in their examination of practical men, 
kept prominently in view the question whether the 
entire face of a shield or casemate could be constructed 
of one entire plate. It was thought impossible to 
accomplish so great a feat as the production of a perfect 
plate twelve teet by eight feet in superficial area and 
some five or six inches in thickness; yet this has now

The first practical experiment naturally excited a 
good deal of interest among the practical men connected 
witb the national military works, and there were present

From eight o’clock on Thursday evening until past 
noon on Friday the huge pile of iron, consisting of five | 
slabs superposed, each seven feet by six feet and three 
and a quarter inches thick, or a mass of sixty cubic feet, 
weighing fourteen tons, was gradually heating during 
the sixteen hours to welding point in the glowing fur- 
nace, At twenty-five minutes past twelve the furnace 
door was opened, and the faint outlines of the pile could 
be indistinctly seen through the white rollirg flamee ; 


winding at the heavy chain to pull the glowing mass 
on to the trolly. A crowd of workmen stood by, and 
the pile dripping with liquid streams of molten metal 
was quickly under the huge rollers. Then came the 
dull rumble of the mill, and the glowing pile was 
seized in the iron jaws and passed rapidly and easily 
through. ‘Then followed the clatter of the reversal of 
the mill, and again the rollers grip the yellow mass, 
and bring it back to view. Busy hands broom and 
sweep its surface, clean off scales; and backward and 
forward it passes some four times, until a length equal 
to.its future width is attained. The traveller over head 
now brings up the crane ; the dogs are attached, and the 
mass lifted and swung half round. Now, again, through 
the mill the glowing mass of iron passes anderepasses, 
with now and then a conflagration of brooms, and a 
little watering, to assist the scaling, and now and then 
some manoeuvring of the plate to secure its proper 
width. Little by little the length increases, and the 
thickness diminishes, until at ten minutes to one o’clock 
exactly twenty-five minutes from the commencement of 
the operation, the orange-colored plate is reposing 
finished, whole and perfect, upon the trolly on the far 
side of the rolls, slowly to cool and straighten, before it 
is thrown on the floor and weighted for final cooling. 
The process from first to last was personally superin. 
tended by Mr. Jevons, the iron manager of the works, 
and conducted with consummate skill and coolness of 
direction. ‘The rolls used are new ones, made expressly 
for this class of work by Messrs. Claridge, North & Co., 
of the Pheenix Foundry, near Bilston. They are grain 
or soft rolls of cast-iron turned down to the required 
dimensions, namely, eleven feet long in the barrel 
(eighteen feet over all}, and thirty-four inches in diame. 
ter ; their weight is nineteen tons each. The size of the 
shield-plate rolled in its finished state is sixteen feet 
long, eight feet six inches wide, and five inches thick. 
The result speaks highly of the continued advance 
English establishments so constantly make to meet 
every coming requirement. A year ago a plate of such 
superficial dimensions was deemed and asserted to be 
impracticable. ‘The wish of an important public body 
is expressed and quickly is realized. To-day in Shef- 
field they are prepared not only to make plates of the 
size demanded, twelve fect by eight feet, but to go 
beyond, and make plates of eight feet wide and twenty 
feet in length. 


ELECTRO-ASTRONOMICAL EXPERIMENTS. 


THE United States Coast Survey officers have been 
engaged for some time past in making astronomical ob - 
servations, by the aid of telegraph, between the cities 
of the Far West and Cambridge University. For the 
purpose of arriving at the difference in mean time between 
San Francisco and Boston, the wires of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company have nightly been connected, 
for nearly a month past, from one side of the continent 
to the other, and the ticking of a chronometer in Cam- 
bridge University has been observed and récorded in 
San Francisco with a most remarka le degree of accura-

"This is done by connecting the pendulum of the chro- 
nometer at Cambridge with the wire, in such a manner 
that the main circuit is broken, and instantly closed 
again at every beat or tick of the timepiece, and the 
result is that each second of time,as marked by the 
chronometer at Cambridge, goes forth from the Univer- 
sity on tie Atlantic coast, and, with almost the speed 
of light itself, hurries on over the magic wire, passing 
through intermediate cities, towns, and villages, across 
rivers, over mountains, and along the open country, until

coast in all of its original fulness of pulsation.

But notwithstanding the speed with which these pul- 
sations of a clock fly from one side of our continent to 
the other, it is known that there is a loss, a very slight 
loss of time in the transmission.

Nothing 
easier; 2 second wire is switched into place, a “ repeat- 
er” added at Boston, and, presto! ‘tis done. Now the 
clock-ticks made at San Francisco rush on the wings of 
light, over the 3,000 miles of wire to Boston, and back 
again to San Francisco over the second wire, and record 


than 60 seconds of time, baving, in the interval, traversed 
6,000 miles. Last Monday night witnessed the success- 
ful completion of this last experiment, and the flight of 
electricity was actually measured, so to speak, as easily 
as one measures a yard of muslin. 

Never before in the world’s history has such a wonder- 
ful feat been attempted, and that this has been brought 
to a successful conclusion, is due entirely to the beautiful

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THE INTEROCEANIC CANAL. 

THE following interesting letter has been received at 
the Navy Department : 

UNITED STATES STEAMSHIP Nipsic, 
ASPINWALL, U. 8. of C., Feb. 26, 1869. 

Sm: Having lately visited the harbors of Caledonia 
Bay and St. Blas, both spoken of as points for the inter- 
oceanic canal, and as all matters relative to this subject 
just now are interesting, I will give you the result of my 
observations. 

Caledonia Bay, about one hundred and fifty miles to 
the south of this place, isa fine and spacious harbor, 
completely land-locked, easy of access, as the reefs sur- 
rounding it are bold. The chart of Caledonia Bay, as 
furnished by the Department, I found perfectly correct. 
There are numerous small villages of fndians skirting 
the coast, but no blacks or crecles to the south of St. 
Blas. These Indians are extremely uncommunicative ; 
no rewards that I could hold seem to have any effect in 
inducing them to reveal any secrets they may possess of 
theinterior. They have a great dread of the white man 
coming among them, and would mislead in every possi. 
ble way; but they are an inoffensive people, though, 
like all Indians, treacherous. Any future explorations 
must not rely in any way upon them, either for informa- 
tion or assistance, as they are averse to labor, and would 
run away, even if a few could be induced to offer, which 
is not likely. 

The gulf or bay of St. Blas is of great extent, fully 
equalling that of New York, and is very deep. It isa 
proached by various passages between the reefs, whic 
are generally bold and clear. The configuration of the 
coast of St. Blas is lower than at any other point I have 
seen except Aspinwall. My own observations, coupled 
with what I have learned from the native blacks, lead 
me to fix upon this point as one that will be most favorable 
for the location of the canal, though this and Caledonia 
Bay should be thoroughly explored before accepting one 
in preference to the other. 

hese native blacks have a considerable knowledge of 
the interior as far south as the Mandingo River, which 
empties into the Bay of St. Blas. They differ from the 
Indians ; for, knowing that any canal would be beneficial 
to them, they are very willing to give all the information 
they know. Accustomed to work in the brush, they 
would form a most useful and necessary part of an ex- 
ploring expedition, and from them this kind of labor 
should be drawn in preference to the Indians. 

There is at present in Porto Bello a family whose 
father, a Captain Hugg, now deceased, was an American 
sea captain, and had traded many years with the Indians 
on the coast, and won their confidence. During the 
revolution in 1838 his vessel was seized by the Spaniards, 
and an Indian guide conducted him across the Isthmus 
in a day to the Pacific side, to escape his pursuers. When 
the question of the canal was talked of, he again crossed 
in 1858, in a day and a half. As I understand it, he 
found the distance between the head of the two rivers 
emptying into the two oceans very short, and not high. 
This family have his papers, track, etc. They keep the 
matter a secret, and are not willing to part with it except 
for a considerable sum. I have no doubt in my own 
mind that this Captain Hugg crossed somewhere in the 
vicinity of the Mandingo River. I think it would bean 
object for the Government to obtain possession of these 
papers, if they could be procured for a reasonable sum. 

should like very much to offer my services with the 
Nipsic, in connection with any exploring expedition the 
Department may see proper to fit out. But for the suc- 
cessful explorations an expedition should be thoroughly 
fitted in the United States with picked men, provisions 
in a concentrated form, and the necessary appliances for 
a survey, not found on a man-of-war.

TURRET-SHIPS AS CRUISERS. 


Sort y before the close of last session of Parliament, 
the House of Commons, on the motion of Admiral Sey- 
mour, ordered to be printed certain correspondence 
which had passed between Mr. Corry and various officers 
of the Royal Navy with respect to the merits of the tur- 
ret-ship as a sea-going ship. Anticipating a debate on 
Mr. Samuda’s promised motion to substitute two turret- 
ships for two broadside ships in course of construction, 
without waiting to try the Captain or Monarch at sea, 
Mr. Corry solicited the opinions of these officers, with a 
view to the fuller elucidation of the subject. The gen- 
tlemen whose judgment was asked, are seamen of con- 
siderable experience, and they have, for the most part, 
given intelligible reasons for the conclusions at which 
they have arrived. There does not appear to be any 
difference of opinion among them as to the practicabili- 
ty of constructing really efficient vessels of the turret 

ass for coast defence, but upon the question of general 
seaworthiness the same unanimity does not exist. Tak- 
ing these answers in the order in which they are printed, 
we find_that Captain Chamberlain, then Captain of the 
Steam Reserve at Portsmouth, in reply to the specific 
issue raised, is content to express his belief that the con- 
struction of a seaworthy turret-ship is possible, for that 
such a vessel would, under ordinary circumstances of 
warfare, be much more formidable than one of similar 
tonnage on the broadside principle. He does not, of 
course, explain how the comforts of broadside ships are 
to be secured to their rivals, but he thinks that where 
there is a will there is a way, and that the difficulties 
may be overcome. Captain Vansittart is decidedly in 
favor of turrets, because he belicves that guns will, in the 
long run, beat armor, and that the turret system will 
permit of heavier armaments. He, therefore recom- 
mends the commencement of these vessels forthwith. 
On the other hand, the opinion of Captain Hood, of the 
gunnery ship Fxcellent, is that sea-going iron clads, 
armed properly on the broadside, are most decidedly to 
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fullest extent, by means of low free board; no masts, and 
nothing to interfere with the fire from the turrets in ev- 
ery direction, he considers that turret-ships are by far 
the most formidable class of vessels for coast defence. 
Captain George Willes objects to a sea-going turret-ship 
“ because directly you make one you lose the great ad- 
vantage of the system, i.¢.,an all-round fire,” and he 
further objects to any ship being sent to sea with so few 
guns. He therefore approved the policy of the Admiral- 
ty in not substituting vessels of this class for the broad- 
side ships in the building programme, until the Mon- 
arch and Captain have been properly tried at sea. Cap- 
tain King Hall shares the general opinion as to the util- 
ity of turret vessels for harbor defence; but he is of 
opinion that seaworthiness, in its comprehensive mean- 
ing, i.c., for sea cruising and long voyages, is impossible 
of aitainment. Admiral Yelverton regrets that we have 
not more turret-vessels than we have for coast defence, 
but he decidedly concurs with Captain Willes, Captain 
King Hall, and Captain Fitzgerald Foley in the opinion 
that the Captain and Monarch should be tried before) 
others of the same kind are commenced; and he adds 
that “ when the numerous advantages of the turret sys- 
tem are found to be compatible with the many and va- 
ried requirements of a sea-going ship in all weathers, it 
would be time to depart from what I hear you now in- 
tend doing.” Admiral Warden, on the other hand, has 
not “the least doubt in the world” that they may be 
constructed to meet the requirements of the cruisers, and 
that if they were recognized as a part of our system, he 
does not think that one-third of such ships would be out 
of proportion in the number of iron-clads to be built in 
the future—Broad Arrow. 


TueE London Times, referring to Mr. Johnson’s sugges- 
tion, that a war with the United States would be vastly 
more disastrous to the English than to us, says : 


There is not the slightest necessity for importing sucha 
calculation into the controversy. The material results are 
really out of the question altogether. We are quite 
aware that in the event of war we should not be able to 
render effectual aid to our Canadian dominion, and that 
our fellow subjects out there would either have to fight 
at a terrible disadvantage, or mortify our pride by antici- 
pating defeat and yielding toterms. Ina material point 
of view that would be no loss tothiscountry. The sug- 
gestion that numerous Alamabas would scour every 
ocean in search of the British flag, and lie in wait in the 
crowded track of our Australian galleons, is a thought 
of retaliation that must be only too natural. But neither 
is the menace necessary, nor is it so certain that we 
should find the odds against us in this sort of warfare. 
Our ancestors were robbers and pirates, and the Ameri- 
cans are a step further from that origin than we are, for 
we are an earlier link in the chain. Two ships did all 
the mountain of mischief that is laid to our charge, and 
if it is strange that they could be allowed to get out of 
our ports, it is very much stranger that they should be 
allowed to scour an entire ocean and threaten every 
pathway of commerce. If our neglect, our red-tapeism, 
and our stupidity were so great as to arouse suspicion 
and breed mistrust, what is to be said of the American 
Admiralty? How can Mr. Johnson be sure that what 
has happened will not happen again? His argument 
requires that both circumstances and national character 
should change on both sides of the Atlantic. We are to 
become irresolute, backward and chary—we are to 
become insensible tothat honor which, if anywhere, we 
console ourselves we have maintained on the sea. We 
are to be incapable of doing on a grand and open scale 
that which was lately done here on the smallest possible 
scale, irregularly and surreptitiously, yet with astound- 
ing success. The crime charged against those privateers 
was that they were British in every respect whatever, 
except a flag and a captain's commission. On the other 
hand, the Americans are to do on a colossal scale what 
they failed to do in miniature. By their own estimate, 
they lost more in the late war by the ships that durst not 
show themselves at all, but kept in the harbor, for fear 
of those two monsters, than by the actual captures. 
Then, in the present state of American politics, who can 
count on the permanence of the status quo in any respect ? 
How would a foreign war operate on the Federal ques- 
tion? Wonderful and unexpected things have happened 
on that fabulous soil ; witness the death or maiming of a 
million men in the field. What has happened may still 
happen. So also may that which has not happened, or 
even been imagined. 














A CORRESPONDENT sends us some facts of the military 
career of the late First Lieutenant John F. Small, of the 
First U. 8. Cavalry. Lieutenant Small died by his 
own hand, at San Francisco, February 22d. He enlisted 
as a private in Company H, First Cavalry, at the break- 
ing out of the war, and rose to the position he held at 
the time of his death. At the close of the war he was 
ordered with his company (A) to Camp Bidwell, Cali- 
fornia. For his behavior at a fight with a band of Snake 
Indians on the 26th of October, 1866, at Albert Lake. 
Oregon, he was complimented in General Orders by 
Major-General McDowell, commanding Department of 
California. He then was ordered to Fort Klamath, 
Oregon, where he was again engaged in a fight with 
hostile Indians, on the 22d day of September, 1867, at 
Silver Lake, Oregon. Our correspondent adds praise of 
the personal character of Lieutenant Small, and speaks 
of him as his warm personal friend.

TurrTeeNtH ReGciment.—At an election in Company H, of this 
regiment, held at the regimental armory on the 23d ult., Lieutenant. 
Colonel Dakio presiding, Orderly Sergeant E. L. Hull was elected 
first lieutenant, vice Van Cleef, promoted captain ; Corporal W. H. 
Coughlin elected sergeant, vice Hull, promoted; Privates L. Devoe 
W. J. Collins and John H. Frinken, corporals. Company H is hin 
of the finest and strongest commands in the regiment. Lieutenant 
Hull, the newly elected officer, joined the company in November, 
1861, and has always stood high in the estimation of the officers of 
the regiment ; it is, perhaps, safe to say that none stand higher, the 
lieutenant reaching some six feet four inches in height. 

The officers and non-commissioned officers, and a detail of four 
files, including corporals, assembled on Saturday evening, the 13th;

Nationa Guarp Bitt.—Senator Morgan has introduced into the 
State Senate a new militia bill. It provides that sections 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
9, 10, 11 and 13 of the act passed last year be repealed ; but such re- 
peal shall not affect the assessments already made, or which should 
have been made in 1868, but the same must be levied and collected 
Section 12 of said act of 1868 to read as follows: The organized mili 
tia of the State shall consist of such number of divisions, brigades 
regiments, companies, battalions, batteries, troops and squadrons as 
the Commander-in-Chief shall determine, in the aggregate not to ex” 
ceed 25,000. The Adjutant-General hereafter to audit all the milita- 
ry accounts. All persons honorably discharged from ihe service of 
the United States Army or Navy, members of organized fire com- 
panies and exempt tiremen, shall not be subject to military duty. 


Tae Dies. Covurt-mantiaL.—This Court-martial for the trial of 
John I. Diehl, colonel of the Firat Artillery, convened at the armory 
of the Ninth regiment, on Monday evening last, the 15th instant, 
the members of the Court, the accused and the prosecution all! being 
present for the first time since the court was ordered. After organ- 
ization, the Court adjourned for one week from date, to allow the 
accused time to procure the aid of his counsel, General Arthur.

Bennett. All of these names will be recognized as old and influen- 
tial members of either the Light Guard or City Guard, when these 
corps were in their glory. The “ social half-hour,” the Old Guard’s 
“institution,” was kept up after adjournment without abatement er 
diminution. 

“Sevexts Reoiuznt Monument.—We have lately had the plea- 
sure of viewing the model for the monument which the Seventh 
Regiment is about to erect tothe memory of the members of the 
regiment who fell during the war. The monument will be beyond 
question one of the finest artistic ornaments to the city. Mr. R. M. 
Hunt is the architect and Mr. J. Q. A. Ward the sculptor, Inthe 
selection of these two gentlemen the regiment has shown a rare ap- 
preciation of artistic genius. Mr. Ward stands atthe head of Amer- 
ican sculptors, and Mr. Hunt has more genius and knowledge and 
fitness for this peculiar task than any architect they could have 
found in thecountry. Only exceedingly good taste and judgment 
on the part of the regimental committee saved them from adding to 
the city’s abortions in art, and insured them instead a monumental 
structure of which New York will be proud. The monument is to 
be placed cpposite the Seventh avenue entrance, at the north end of 
the Central Park, a hill rising directly behind the site of the moru- 
ment. Its principal feature is a single bronze figure of a soldier in 
the uniform ofthe regiment, heroic size, standing upon a shaft of 
granite eighteen feet high by about 5 feet square at its base. En- 
graved on the four sides, near the top, are the arms of the United 
States, New York State arms, City and Regimental arms. The 
lower part of the shaft, front and rear, is decorated with a bronze 
trophy of a paim and swore, crossed,(the emblems of peace and war) 
covered by shield and bearing the regiment’s motto, “ Pro Patria et 
Gloria.” On either side ofthe shaft extend blocks of granite about 
twelve feet high and twelve feet long—tbhus giving breadth to the 
general effect. These blocks have bronze bas-reliefs, representing in- 
cidents in the regiment’s history. A stone seat surrounds the en- 
tire structure and serves as a base moulding. The monument is 
placed in the centre of an oval platform of granite 30x75, one step 
above the level ofthe ground. At either endof this platform isan 
exedra or semi-circular seat, also in granite, enclosing the area, as it 
were. At the extremities of the seats rise four bronze columns sup- 
porting ‘eagles, and upon these columns are to be engraved the 
names of the members of the regiment who lost their lives during 
the late rebellion. 

The problem was to produce a grand, broad effect with one fizure, 
and this problem the artists have beautifully solved. Opposite a 
broad avenue like that near which the monument is to stand, is 
needed a monument having breadth and height, impressing the be- 
holder with a true and impressive monumental effect. The blocks 
will be so large that no joints will appear. We congratulate the 
regiment and New York upon the prospect of the addition of 
so beautiful and imposing a feature to the Central Park. 

The cost of the statue will be $23,000. The proposed cost of the 
pedestal is from $15,000 to $20,000. Each company and the veterans 
are pledged to raise their proportion of the expense. The Commit- 
tee on Plans and Construction is composed of C. H. Loutrell, (vete- 
rans); Captain W. H. Kipp, (officers); John H. Bird, Second com- 
pany; A. Schermerhorn, Nirth company ; Henry H. Ho!ly, Fourth 
company. The event shows that this delicate and responsible task 
could not have been entrusted to a more competent committee. 


TWENTY-EIGHTH INFranTRY.—The left wing of this regiment 
assembled on Friday evening, the 12th inst., at the Portland avenue 
arsenal, Brooklyn, for battalion instruction. Colonel Urban was in 
command, and the lieutenant-colonel, major and adjutant were also 
in attendance. The battalion, composed of Companies A, B, G, H 
and I, was divided into tive commands, with an average frontage of 
fourteen files, and the movements performed were confined mostly 
to the first and second parts of the school of the battalion, Upton’s 
Tactics. At the formation,j we observed the same error that we 
Noticed at the drill of the right wing of the regiment (our report, by 
the way, made us appear in error, by the omission of the words “ at 
the command ‘ Guides post,’") : the commandants of companies 
came on the line of officers prior to the command “ Guides post.” 
The adjutant, on this occasion, however, promptly corrected the 
error, by ordering the commandants to resume their positions on the 
right of their companies.. We would suggest to the adjutant to pay 
More attention to the posting of the guides of the right companies 
during the formation, instead of roaming about the room in an ap- 
parently dazed state. During the drill tardy members of the differ 
ent companies kept falling in, thus destroying the equalizations. 
Colonel Urban, at one time, halted the battalion, and spoke sharply 
to the officers on the subject of allowing men to fall in after assem- 
bly.AThe men were more Orfless unsteady during the entire 
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drill; and at the dress perade, when the first sergeants, after reporting 
to the adjutant, were ordered to post “double time,” only a portion 
of them} obeyed the order, the others marching in “ common time.” 
This movement was repeated three times, each time the sergeants 
moving off in the same manner, to the evident amusement of the 
command. If the repetition of this movement was intended for the 
instruction of the sergeants, the adjutant should have enforced 
obedience of his orders, or the colonel should have reduced the 
sergeants to the ranks on the spot. We would remind the lieuten- 
ant-colonel and major that the markers are not placed on the pivot 
side, but on the marching flank. 

In the execution of the movement,“ Column of fours break to the 
right to march to the left,” an awkward blunder was made, the 
fours marching in the rear of the line instead of the front. It would 
have been better if the colonel had faced the fours about, and then 
the movement would have been executed correctly. Though very 
little improvement was noticed in its drilling, still we have hopes of 
the regiment; for we have no doubt it will devote its attention to 
the correction of the errors pointed out. 


Seventy-Ninta Recent, (HIGHLANDERS).—Captain Dingwall 
having, some time since, tendered his resignation, and it having been 
accepted, on Tuesday evening, March 16th, he gave a farewell enter- 
tainment and soiree to the officers of the regiment, at the armory. 
Otto’s Twelfth regiment band was engaged for the occasion. Cap- 
tain Dingwall has been associated with the Seventy-ninth for several 
years past, and has been a very popular officer.

On Washington’s Birthday the parade of the 
Baltimore Militia would have done credit to New York. ‘There 
were in line about 1,450 men. The Second brigade of the First 
division of the Maryland National Guard, with the Third regiment 
of the First brigade, constituted the column; Brigadier-General R. 
Hi. Carr, commanding the Second brigade, in command. The Fifth 
regiment, Colonel James R. Herbert, paraded the largest number of 
men, and made the best appearance. It is the crack regiment of the 
city. On the reception of ex-President Johnson, on the 11th inst. 
the escort consisted of the First battalion of Cavalry and the Fifth 
regiment: the whole in command of Colonel Herbert, of the latter. 
The regiment turned out, including 1ts band and drum corps, about 
350 men. One of the officers of this regiment writes: “The 
Fifth expected to parade at the end of January, when General 
Grant visited Baltimore, but in consequence of the fact that at that 
time he was accompanied by several trustees of the Peabody 
Institute (civilians), he thought it proper to decline the proffered 
escort. We are now looking forward hopefully to ‘an encampment, 
which the Fifth propose for themeelves about the lst of June. No 
definite arrangements as yet are made. We propose a concert and 
soiree dansante on Friday of Easter week. I would state that the 
parade on the 11th inst. was considered the best the Fifth regiment 
ever made, as the bearing of the men and the marching was unsur- 
passed. In numbers it was not nearly so large as we have turned 
out, owing to the fact that it is a busy season now, and many of the 
clerks could not get off on so short a notice—one day—as they had.” 


Penxsytvanta Mitit1a.—The Harrisburg Sfate Guard gives usa 
good ani encouraging report of Militia affairs in the Keystone State. 


It says: 

Gradually, but thoroughly, the Adjutant-General’s Department is 
proceeding in the work of organizing the Militia forces of the State, 
and we anticipate, from what has already been done, that it will re- 
quire but ashort time to secure a layge and efficient Volunteer Army 
which will be a credit to Pennsylvania by always being in a condi- 
tion for immediate service to the National Government.
